The Cult Of The Isms 

Not only in but the worljl over generally this is the day and 

age of “isms", fascism, communism and what have you, as opposed to the 
tried political faith symbolized in the word “democracy”, the creed upon 
which Canada and all the other self-governing units of the British Empire, 
the United States, and, in Europe, the Scandinavian and other countries are 
founded or have adopted and have made progress to date.

Some of these doctrines are presented in diluted form to meet local 
conditions and exigencies or are sugar coated in the hope that thus dis¬ 
guised, they will appeal to the rank and file of the people who have the 
final say. 

The great objection to the sugar coated pill is that its attractive and 
palatable covering usually hides a nauseating dose of physic which cannot 
easily be disgorged once the pill has been swallowed, or, if it must sub- 
sequenty be ejected it can only be done by the absorption of an emetic, per¬ 
haps more disagreeable than the original dose.

Even after making full allowances for the set back which has resulted 
(luring the past few years of world wide economic and agricultural depres¬ 
sion, it is easily demonstrable that great strides have been made in the pro¬ 
vision of material comforts enjoyed by ever-widening circles of people, and 
that in no countries in the world has this accession to more comforts been 
so universal than in the great democracies. In such countries as Great 
Britain, the United States and Canada delicacies have become every day J 
fare and luxuries have become necessities with each passing decade.

A Cruel Practice 

British House To Make Docking Of 
Horses’ Tails Illegal 

The House of Lords often shows 
concern over the sufferings of ani¬ 
mals and even over the killing and 
maiming of human beings on the 
roads. It discussed and gave second 
reading to a bill to make illegal the 
“nicking” and "docking" of horses’ 
tails. The first practice was ad¬ 
mitted to be cruel and quite useless 
except to give the animal a fashion¬ 
able and unnatural appearance. There 
j were defenders of docking on the 
| ground that the long tail with which 
nature provides the horse is apt to 
entangle itself in harness and other 
things against which it may be 
swished. This danger can hardly be 
serious, because the Army does not 
allow its horses to be docked, neither 
do many of the police forces. 

The case against it is not that tho 
operation itself cannot be made pain¬ 
less but that it deprives the horse of 
a protection against flies which may 
attack it on those parts of its body 
not provided with the twitching skin 
muscles of neck and sides.—Man¬ 
chester Guardian.

Newspaper Writers Puzzled Over 

Substitution Of Eire For Ireland 

The casting of “Ireland” into the 
limbo of forgotten things, and its 
substitution by “Eire”, has provided 
a nice little problem for newspaper 
writers. Even now they do not seem 
to have solved it to their complete 
satisfaction. Tho question is: if we 
cannot use “Ireland," are we still 
justified in using "Irish” as the ad¬ 
jective? 

When the recent two-country con¬ 
ference .was taking place many pap¬ 
ers apparently decided that “Irish’’ 
was not admissible; they referred to 
it as the “Anglo-Eire" Conference. 
Others, mostly in the provinces, 
stuck tenaciously to “Irish” and per¬ 
sisted In referring to it as the “An¬ 
glo-Irish” conference. 

There should be an authoritative 
ruling on tills point, which has a cer¬ 
tain subtlety likely to lead to a 
permanent variance in newspaper 
practice. 

Is “Eire” the adjective as well as 
the noun—if not, what is the proper 
adjective and should it be used ? 
Should one refer to the “Irish” peo¬ 
ple, tho “Eire” people, or “the people 
of Eire”? 

At the moment it would seem that 
“Irish” will continue in use. Most 
of the Irish papers, including Mr. 
de Valera's own party mouthpiece, 
used it on commenting oh the recent 
conference. It also forms part of 
the title of at least three prominent 
Irish newspapers. 

In any case, if. certain papers per¬ 
sist in using “Eire" as the adjective, 
what will they do when a story 
breaks concerning the Irish Sea?— 
Newspaper World, London.

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NOTES AND COMMENTS 

'pHE WEEK following publication of our last issue start¬ 
ed with a bang. First thing Friday morning came the 
announcement that the supreme court of Canada had de- 
dared Social Credit legislation unconstitutional. As the 
“press muzzling’’ bill was among those disallowed, it really 
was good news from our viewpoint. It must have also been 
pleasing to the bankers that the proposed $2,000,000 addi¬ 
tional taxation scheme was ruled out of court. 

'J'HE SUPREME COURT decisions stress the point that 
people of Alberta are not only citizens of a province, but 
are citizeus of Canada, and that certain rights as such can¬ 
not be interfered with by provincial legislation. Neither 
can a legislature set up certaiu laws unto itself without the 
consent of the whole Dominion. Premier Aberhart never 
would admit this limitation of his powers, but went ahead 
trying to circumvent Federal laws, proclaiming at the same 
time that he was loyal to the Dominion. He wculd not lis¬ 
ten to advice from his former attorney-general, who was 
forced out of the cabinet, the premier taking his place. To 
those who appreciate the fact that Canada canuot be a coun¬ 
try of factions, and that it is necessary for the provinces to 
work together for the good of the whole, the court decisions 
will bring gratification. Alberta is just one of nine provinces 
of Confederation, and simply could not live as a law unto 
itself as Premier Aberhart so desired. 

r J"HE SOCIAL CREDIT government’s wild theories have 
cost Alberta considerable money, which is being borne 
by the taxpayers, but there is one redeeming feature, in that 
Canadians, no matter in which province they may live, will 
have learned that there is a constitution safeguarding the 
rights of all the people; that there is a supreme court to curb 
wild legislation, and that democracy is safeguarded from the 
experiments of theorists at home and abroad who would pil¬ 
lory all who would not submit to their will. 

'J'HE ARGUMENT that Social Credit is being thwarted 
by the “Big Shots” and the Federal government, and 
consequently dividends of $25 a month cannot be paid, has 
been frequently used. In view of the fact that the whole 
scheme was illegal from the start, the argument cannot be 
substantiated. The people were fooled by promises, and in 
the first place, it was Mr. Aberhart’s place to find out if his 
theory was practical and within his power to accomplish, as 
head of a government, before embarking on his wild course. 
To say that he has tried to abolish poverty is not borne out 
by the record, and the latest demonstration of inconsistency 
is the additional $200 increase to each member of the legis¬ 
lature, while relief appropriations and interest on provincial 
certificates were cut, the latter in half. 


Mr. Hansell Addresses 
the House 

Copies of a speech by Ernest 
G. Hansell, M. P., on the address 
in reply to the speech from the 
throne, delivered in the House 
of Commons on February 10, 
have been received by a number 
of local people. It was partly in 
reference to coal subventions 
and monetary reform policy. He 
also took the opportunity to 
read to the House a copy of 
Aberhart’s act to “Ensure the 
Publication of Accurate News 
and Information.” Of the six 
pages of Hansard containing the 
report of his speech, five were 
taken up with matters such as 
the Powell-Unwin plea for clem¬ 
ency, monetary reform and the 
press bill of the Social Credit 
government. ThVse subjects 
formed the greater part of his 
address. A copy is available at 
The Journal office and will be 
given to anyone interested. 


Legislative Members 
Well Paid 

Rev. Roy Taylor, defending 
the salary boost to legislative 
members, stated that many of 
them had made sacrifices in en¬ 
tering the legislature. $1800 and 
$700 special allowance, plus trav¬ 
elling expenses, do not indi¬ 
cate any sacrifice, rather the re¬ 
verse. And E. O. Duke agreed 
and voted with the majority. 
Provincial governments are cost¬ 
ing far too much, particularly 
when one considers that only 
two months residence in the 
capital is required, and even 
this could be materially reduced 
if a lot of time wasting debate 
were eliminated. Nine provin¬ 
cial governments to govern less 
than eleven millions of people, 
in addition to the Federal house, 
keeps taxpayers shouldering a 
heavy and needless burden.

And before we can go about pluck¬ 
ing the mote out of our brother’s eye, we must attend to the 
bigger and more pressing job of casting the beam out of ou r 
own!”

Harry Gardner, mine surveyor
